THE GOSSIP OF THE CAPITAL. 

Wasaincton, February 16.—Postmaster. 
General Howe has revoked so much of the 
postal regulations as require flour to be en- 
closed in sealed envelopes betore being put 
into metal boxes for transmission in the 
muils, and flour is declared not to be included 
among articles which, if not properly secured, 
might damage other contents ol the mails.

Artmo Ubico, formerly minister to. the 
United States from Guatemala, having been 
transferred by his government to Rome, had 
an. audience to-day with the president, and 
presented his letter of recall. 

The argument in the straw bond star-route 
eases closed to-day. Colonel Biiss contended 
that all that was necessary to be established 
avas the existence of such facts as would Jus- 
tify a magistrate in sending the cases to the 
jury. Hines, of the counsel for the defense, 
in the course of his remarks, intimated that 
the presentation of his clients by the govern- 
ment was the outgrowth of private malice. 
The court announced that a decision would 
be rendered to-imorrow. 

In the Christiancy divorce suit to-day the 
counsel for the ex-minister filed a motion 
asking for the appointment of a special exan- 
iner to take further testimony in New York 
in rebuttal of that putin by the defendaut 
in answer to the original bill. A letter pur- 
porting to have been written by Giro was also 
offered as evidence. The court reserved its 
decision on the motion. 

An amended bill favoring the admission of 
Dakeota will be favorably reported to the. 
house. It provides that the new state shall 
consist of all the territory included within 
the following boundaries: Commencing at a 
paint on the west line of the state of Minne- 
sota, where the 46th degree of, latitude inter- 
sects the same; thence south along the west 
boundary lines of the states of Minnesota and 
Iowa to the point of the intersection with the 
northern boundary line of the state of Ne- 
braska; thence westerly along ‘the northern 
boundary line of the state of Nebraska to the 
®7th ineridian of longitude west from Wash- 
ington; thence north along said 27th meridian 
to the 44th degree of latitude; thence east 
along the 46:h degree of latitude to the place 
of beginning. 

AGRICULTURAL ESTIMATES. 

The cereal estimates of the department 
of agriculture for the crop o* 1881 are 
compieted, showing a more general re- 
the vield than tor many 
yeurs. During the five preceding years 
none of the grain crops met with serious dis- 
aster. In 1875 the wheat product was reduced, 
while the corn crop was above an average. In 
1874 the reverse was true, wheat making an 
average crop, and corn nearly as bad a failure 
as in 1881. In 1879 corn was a comparative 
failure, while wheat produced more than an 
average yield. In no season since the inaugu- 
ration of crop reporting, has there been so 
general a disaster, involving corn, wheat, 
barley, buckwheat and rye, oats alone being 
exempt from loss. The aggregate corn estl- 
mate is 1,119,496,000 bushels, grown upon 64.- 
262,022 acres, or 18 1-10 bushels per acre. This 
is a reduction of 51 per cent from the crop of 
1880. The wheat crop aggregates 380,280,090 
buslicls a reduction of 22 per cent, grown upon 
37,709,020 acres, a yield of 10 1-10 bushels 
per acre, the lowest rate of yield 
yet reported for the entire — crop. 
Rye = .20,704,950 bushels, a reduction 
o1 27 per cent; area, 1,789,100 acres, yielding 
94 7-10 bushels per acre. Barley, 41,165,550 
bushels, a reduction of 9 per cent, grown on 
1,967,510 acres, or at the rate of 20 9-10 bush- 
els peracre. The product of oat? is 416,481,- 
000 busnels, against 417,835,580 in 1880; the 
acreage is “16,851,000 and the yield 24 7-10 
bushels per acre. Buckwheat, 9,406,200 bush- 
els, grown on 828,815 acres, yielding 11 4-10 
bushels per acre. The aggr.gate product of 
all the cereals is 2,063,029,570 bushels, against 
2.718,193,501, a decrease of 24 per cent. The 
aggregate value of the cereals grown in 
1ss1 is greater than the. tutal valu- 
ation of 18s). The corn and goats 
mainly consumed at home and used inter 
changeably are most affected by the failure of 
maize. The average value of corn has ad- 
vanced from 396-10 cents in 1880 to 65 6-10 


‘ cents in 1881; oats, from 36 to 464-10 cents; 


wheat has advanced from an average of 995 
cents to$1.19 per bushel. The values in round 
millions are as follows: Corn, 759; wheat, 403; 
oats, 193; rye, 19; barley, 36; buckwheat, $. 
Total, 1,465, against 1,361 in 1881. 

THE REORGANIZATION OF THE 


An important conference was held at the 
navy department last evening in regard to 
the proposed reorganization of the navy. 
There were present Secretary Hunt, members 
of the congressional commitiees on naval 
affairs, members of the naval advisory board, 
Admiral vorter, Rear-Admirai Ammer, and 
the heads of all bureaus of the navy depart 
ment. It was agreed that the necessities of 
the service require prompt and liberal action 
on the part of congress. Representative Har- 
ris submitted adraft of the proposed bill, 
which seemed to meet with general favor, 
providing for increasing and improving 
the navy. was the general 
impression that the larger of 
the proposed new vessels should be construct- 
ed first und the others built as the needs of

THE EXECUTIVE SEASION, 

The senate in executive session to-day tran- 
sacted no business except to refer to ‘appro- 
priate committees the nominations sent in by 
the president yesterday and Tuesday, and to 
receive reports from the committees on the 
number of nominations examined by them 
since the last executive session was held. 
Among the nominations thus reported back 
was that of Major Rochester, to be paymaster- 
general of the army. The committee, after 
fully examining the objections raised against 
favorable action on this case, reported to-day 
unanimously that the nomination should be 
confirmed. It was accordingly placed on the 
calendar with the committee’s favorable rec- 
ommendation. 


THE INDIAN COMMISSION, 


The report of the board of Indian commis- 
sions sent to the president to-day urges con- 
gress to provide the commissioner of Indian 
affairs with much larger school funds to be 
used in educating 30,000 Indian children now 
growing upin ignorance, closes as follows: 
“We have no new measures to recommend, 
we simply urge a persistent adherence to the 
peace policy, Which means government by 
law, homestead rights, education.” 
ACCEPTING HUNT'S RESIGNATION, 

The president has formally accepted the 
resignation of Ward Hunt as associate justice 
of the United States supreme court, and will 
nominate his successor next week, 


In Congres. 
THE RENATE, 

The president pro. tem. submitted a mes 
sage received from the president of the United 
States, transmitting the annual report of the 
Indian commissioners, with a letter from the 
secretary of the interior suggesting legislation 
upon points in the report; also a letter from 
‘the commissioner of edueation, reconmmend- 
ing the apprepriation of $500,000 for educa- 
tional purposes in Alaska. 

Mr. Hampton reported favorably a joint 
resolution directing copies of the official let- 
ter books of the executive department of the 
state of North Carolina to be turnished to said 
State. 

After an explanation by Mr. Edmunds, 
that ashortexecutive session at this time 
would be more desirable than at the close of 
the session, in view of the arrangement for 
the final disposition of the polygamy bill to- 
day, the senate, at 12:40, went into executive 
session, and at 1:15 resumed legislative busi- 
ness; When the regular order—the anti-po- 
lvgamy bill--was proceeded with, the question 
being upon the eighth section as reported 
from the judiciary committee. The section 
vacates all the register and election officers of 
the territory, and devolves their duties, until 
provision therefor is made by the legislative 
assembly to be created as provided by the bill, 
on a board of five persons, to be nominated by 
the president and confirmed by the senate, al! 
of whom shall not be members of one political 
party. It further directs that the canvass and 
return of votes at elections for mem- 
bers of the legislative assembly — shall 
be made to this board which is tu canvass such 
returns, and issue certificates of election to 
those persons, Who being eligible for the elec- 
tion, shall appear to have been lawfully 
elected, and that the assembly after its organ- 
ization shall have full power to decide upon 
elections and the quaiification of its mem- 
bers to till the offices made vacant by the bill. 
The preceding (or 7th) section distranchises 
and makes ineligible to office in any territory 
or other place, under the exclusive jurisdiction 
of the Uuited States, any polygamist, bigamist, 
or person cohabiting with more than one 
woman. 

An interesting debate followed, in the 
course of Which Messrs. Brown and Morgan, 
among others, spoke against the returning 
board feature of the bill, which gave commis- 
sioners power to disf anchise all polygamists, 
which term they might construe to cover all 
Mormons, in as much as polygamy is a tenet 
of Mormon faith. 

The remaining conimittee amendments 
and several sec.vions of the bili were then 
agreed to without furiher debate, and the bill 
reported to the senate as from the committee 
of the whole. 

Mr. Brown then renewed his amendment 
requiring that not more than three of the 
members of the board of commissioners shall 
be members of the same political party. 
Agreed to on a party vote—aves 26, nays 24. 
Mr. Davis, of Illinois, voted uve with the 
democrats, and Mr. Mahone was absent. 

Another amendment offered by Mr. Brown 
to the last section of the bill was adopted, pro- 
hibiting the board from disfranchising any 
one on account of his opinions on the subject 
of bigamy or polygamy. several amendments 
were proposed and deteated by decisive votes, 
and after the re-arrangement of its sections, 
the bill finally passed by a viva voce vote, in 
which no negative responses were heard. In- 
galls then asked that the pension arrears reso- 
lution be taken up and laid over as unfinished 
business. So ordered. Adjourned at 7:10. 

THE HOUSE. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, from the committee 
to audit expenses growing out of the death 
and burial of the late President James A. 
Garfield, reported a bill granting a pension of 
$5,000 a vear to Mrs. Lucretia R. Garfield. 

Mr. Atkins, of Tennessee, said he would 
not object to the bill, but he thought a simi- 
lur measure should be adupted to pension the 
widow of any other president. 

The bill was passed. 

Mr. Ellis, of Louisiana, by request, intro- 
duced a bill to provide for the establishment 
of a fast ocean. steamship» mail service be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
and to secure government use of vessels for 
postal, naval and other purposes, Referred. 

Mr. Flower, of New York, presented a 
petition of 2.400 merchants and other citizens 
of New York city for the abolition of the tax 
on deposits and stamp tax on bank checks, 
Mr. Cox presented a similar petilion bearing 
1.600 signatures, and Mr. McLane, of Mary- 
land, asimilar petition from 1,60 citizens vl 
Baltimore. They were all referred to the 
committee on Ways and means.

A vote was then taken on Bayne’s amend- 
ment, but it only received 9 affirmative votes 
while 148 members were recorded as being op- 
posed to the adoption of the Seaton method 
of apportionment. 

Mr. Bayne endeavored to obtain the yeas 
and nays, but was not successful in his effort. 
Prescott’s resuiution basing the representation 
upon the old system of apportionment was 
then agreed to without division. 

The Jast hourof the debate was opened 
With a short speech by Mr. Horr, of Michigan, | 
who advocated the bill of 425, followed by 
Mr. Tyler, of Vermont, who spoke in favor 
of fixing the number at 294. Mr.- Springer 
stated that he would vote for3519, though he 
preterred the present number, 25.

Mr. Prescott closed the debate, and in the 
course of his remarks reflected somewhat 
Upon his colleague (Cox) for his change of 
base from the position he toek in the come 
mittee room.

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VRIGINIA AFFAIRS. 


An Eleetieos Ordered for Nevember Next. 

RicumonD, February 16.—The house of def- 
evates to-day passed a bill fixing the new gem 
eral election day, which occurs in November, 
for submitting to the people fer ratification 
or rejection the constitutional amendment 
abolishing the payment of capitation tax as 
prerequisite to voting. It is currently report- 
ed that as soon as this bill can be pushed 
through the senate an effort will be made to 
adjourn the legislature sine die. Thés report 
has the color of truth. 

The readjusters have passed their debt bill 
and it is now a law, and they have done most 
of their principal work, The recent defeetion 
froin their ranks of several senators which has 
put the dead-lock in the election of am audi- 
tor and increasing the dissatisfaction. ef a 
number of the members ef the house: has 
caused much confusion awsong the readjusters, 
and it ix more than probable that they will 
arrive at the conclusion that nothing can. now 
be done. They will, therefore, adjourm as 
the best means of quieting matters. 

In the senate to-day, Mr. Newberry, of 
Biand, one of the four readjusters who recent- 
ly bolted the caucus of that party on accouzat 
of its objectionable dictation in the matter of 
the election of auditor, intro@uced the fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas, The people of Virginia have, by their 
votes, shown their confidence in the abilty of their 
senators aud representatives te perform their legis- 
lative duties without interference with or the dicta- 
tion of others; and 

Whereas, Any interference with or dictation to the 
general assembly by anotber officer, as a represetitae 
tive of the swate, whether such dictation be direct 
or indirect, is a reflection upon its honesty, intel- 
ligence and independence; and 

Whereas. The election of General William Ma- 
hone totbe United States senaie indicated tne be- 
lief that the state of Virginia needed his services in 
that body: and, 

Whereas, Our paid senator has absented himself 
from a seat of the United States senate almost con- 
tinuously fiom the commencement of ils present 
session until now; and, 

Whereas, He has protracted his absence from his 
post of duty, and his presenct in the eity of Rich- 
mond gives plausibility to the belief that he is here 
for the purpose of dictation to the legislature and 
controlling its legislature; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That General William Mahone be, and 
he is hereby requested, to return and remain at his 
post of duty in the senate of the United States, and 
thawa copy of this preamble and resolativon be sent 
to our paid senators by the clerk of this body. 
(Juite a stir was created by the introduction 
ef this resolution, and a heated debate ensued. 
Mr. Newberry supported the position he had 
taken and said that he knew General Mahone 
wus here shaping the legislation, and he 
wanted the world to know it. The spending 
of so much time from his duties im Wasbing- 
ton as a United States senator, was un- 
paralleled in the history of Virginis 

Senator Riddleberger spoke in vindication 
of Mr. Mahone, and said that the resoluiion 
was nothing more nor less than an invitation 
to that gentleman to leave his state. Mr. 
Wilcox introduced a resolution to the effect 
that as it was the impressien of a number of 
senators that the resolution offered by Mr. New- 
berry reflected on the honor of every senator 
on the floor, the senator from Bland couniy 
be requested to form his charges so that they 
may be promptly met. 

Mr. Lybrook, another of the bolters, in re- 
ferring to Mahone’s presence in Richmond, 
said that if he was here to control legislation lie 
ought to be damned byevery honest man in 
the state. Further debate on the subject was 
interrupted by arrival of the hour for consid- 
eration of special order which the senate re- 
fused to postpone,

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EXIT BY A SEWER. 


A Felon Spends Njne Months in Digging te Liberty. 
Stockton (Cal.) Herald. 

Since the capture of Johnny Sansome, the 
noted safe-cracker, and his return to Folsom, 
the manner in which he made his exit has be- 
come known. He is known among the offi- 
cials as a*‘bad burglar and safe robber,’ and 
among his associate convicts as a ‘‘splendid”’ 
fellow. During his imprisonment he was 
looked upon asa leader to *‘put up jobs” of 
all kinds, particularly escapes. His pals would 
never squeal on him when he was carrying 
out his well-laid plans. Nine months ago, 
while confined ina cell at Folsom, he planned 
his last escape. His cell floor is made of 


him, oa be 


tain its extent. From the workshop he 
smuggled a cold chisel and a piece of hard 
wood, which he secreted in his cell. The 
granite block he decided to cut in two, and 
he did it by striking his chisel every tinfe a 
door opened orslammed. It was a difficult 
job, and required a great deal of time. which 
was taken only at night, as he worked out- 
side during the day. The block was nine 
inches in thickuess,and when he succeeded 
in removing half of it he propped the other 
half up witha stick of timber, and covered 
the whole witha pitce of wood eut to fit 
exactly. He plastered the wood over with 
cement, Which he whitewashed, making it 
look like the granite floor. When he made 
anexamination of the hollow space below 
he found that, by cutting through stone and 
cement three and a half feet thick, he could 
reach an abandoned sewer, which had been 
constructed and abandoned before the com- 
pletion of the building. In order to avoid 
detection by the guards as they made their 
regular rounds he hung some of his clothes 
upon the wall, and the rest be made into a 
dumty, which he tacked nicely under. the 
blankets. Naked, he worked night after night, 
until he had entered the opening of the stone 
sewer. The holes he cut were so small that 
he had to grease them so as to allow his body 
to slip through.. After passing through the 
sewer some filty-two feet, he met with an ob- 
struction in the shape of stone and cement 10 
feet in thickness, which had been filled in 
when the sewer was abandoned. This he re- 
meved slowly piece by piece, carrying it back 
like a squirrel into the hollow space under- 
neath huis cell. He met with another obstruc- 
tion when this was removed. It was a granite 
block two and a half feet thick. When he 
made his way through this he ran a_ tunnel 
into the ground eight feet long, just wide 
enough to admit his body, and then started 
an incline upward, which, after running four 
feet, brought him into an unused closet in a 
small room, with an asphaltum floor, and 
with a window barred with chilled iron bars. 
Sansome had provided himself with steel 
saws made out of case-knives to cut the bars. 
The only opportunities he had afforded him 
to complete the work were given when the 
guards were changing shifts or when they 
were in some remote portion of the institu- 
tion. It was during the time of the change 
of the shifts that he escaped and gained his 
liberty. When once on the outside he pro- 
cured clothing from some tramps, and he 
then made = his way through to Marys- 
ville. Often while he was working on the 
sewer the air was so foul he had to withdraw 
to save himself from suffucation. In the nine 
months required to complete the job San- 
some lost twenty-five pounds of flesh. When 
Sheriff Cunningham covered him with his 
revolver at Marysville, he found a small un- 
loaded pistol upon him, and when Sansome 
was asked what he intended doing with it, he 
said that he had bought it from a tramp to 
kill rats with. The telon had three years and 
eight months to serve, counting his five years’ 
credits. His sentence was 15 vears for safe 
cracking.

CLOSING THE DEBATE. 

The house of commons is practically a house 
without rules, and with the exception of the 
parliamentary body of Norway and Sweden, 
itis the only deliberative assembly in the 
world in which neither the members nor the 
presiding officer have the authority to enforce 
order. From the nature of its origin, the 
members have always been jealous of their 
personal prerogatives,and loth to confer upon 
the presiding officer the power to make his 
position respected. 

The course of the Irish members has, 
ever, attracted attention to this grave defect 
in the organization of the house. Eight 
months of the last session were devoted to de- 
bate and obstruction, only one bill having 
passed to the statute books. Night after 
night the house sat through the wildest trav- 
esty of parliamentary by-play, and it was not 
until a temporary form of cloture was adopt- 
ed that the first step could be taken in legis

lation. 

On the adjournment of pasliament, Lord 
Granville addressed the British representa- 
tives abroad, asking information as to the 
rules under which the various legislative 
bodies acted.

previous question, and may be enforced by 
a majority of any number above forty. It 
simply aims to make the speaker the servant 
and not the master of the house—the mouth 
piece of the majority to enforce the rule of 
the party in power. The rule contains in it- 
self nothing that should challenge criticism. 
The only wonder is that parliament should 
have blundered along so well without it. An- 
other one of the rules provides for the reter- 
of special subjects to a set of 
standing committees—an idea borrowed 
from the American congress. It is hoped 
that this rule will be the means of burying 
the macs of rubbish that is usually thrown 
upon the speaker’s table, and will result in 
keeping grave public questions well to the 
front. ‘The speaker is also empowered to 
treat with boisterous anc unruly conduct; he 
may ‘‘name’’ a troublesome member, or,. for 
that matter, he may forbid the member's re- 
suming -his seat during that session of the 


ence 


house. 

To these rules the conservatives object, not 
because they are bad, but because by their 
defeat the ‘‘outs’’ might find their way ‘‘in,”’ 
and revel once more in the green pastures of 
ministerial dignity. In this opposition, the 
conseryatives are reinforced by the home- 
rulers, who feel that their only chance of suc- 
cess lies in keeping the government in inces- 
sant turmoil; and these discordant elements, 
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in turn, gather some strength from certain 
liberais, who feelthat they have not met with 
sufficient favor from the gentlemen on the 
treasury benches. Whoetlierall combined can 
muster up the numbers to defeat the govern- 
ment on a square issue remains to be seen;

competition. On the other hand, the ultra- 
protectionist rancorously insists upon the per- 
pe uation of a tariff system which, devised 
in the first place as a war measure, has been 
the means of fostering and enriching a num- 
ber of monopolies, both large and small. it 
is nosecret in Washington or elsewhere that 
among the outgrowths of the present tariff is 
the system of specific and ad valorem bribery 
now in vogue in the lobby, by means of 
which not only.individual congressmen are 
bought, but whole committees corrupted. 

Now, between the extreme of rash experi- 
ment and the extreme of ultra-protection 
which necessarily runs into reckless bribery 
Tue Constitution has taken its stand in favor 
of a just and reasonable revision of the tariff 
and in favor of just and reasonable protection 
to industries that need protection. Our es- 
teemed contemporary, the Macon Telegraph, 
has been pleased to observe that Tur Constitv- 
TION is On the fence in this business, but the 
figure is old, not to say inapt.

known as the McKinley bill recently framed 
in the committee of ways and means. If we 
are not mistaken, McKinley is the man who 
announced in the convention of monopolists 
at Chicago that he was for ‘protection with in- 
‘“‘ejdental revenue." McKinley’s motto isa fit- 
ting prelude to his bill, which is intended to 
raise the duty on steel blooms from $12 63 a ton 
to $50.40 a ton, and the duty on iron cotton ties 
from $14.41 a ton to $33,60 aton. Now as to 
the eftect of the duty on steel blooms we care 
very little about. It appearsto result in a de- 
sire on the part of one monopoly interest to 
bleed another monopoly interest. But the 
proposition to increase the duty ou iron cot- 
ton ties is quite a different matter. From our 
position on the fence, where the esteemed 
Telegraph has kindly placed us, we are dis- 
posed to regard it as an infamous attempt on 
the part of a few rich Pennsylvania manufac- 
turers to rob the cotton planters of the south. 

There was a time when. the cotton-planting 
interests of the south could very well afford 
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46 ignore the results of such a raid as this, 
Men who owned the plantations were capi- 


talists; they numbered their acres by the huti- 
dred, and such a fleecing as the so-valled pro- 
tectionists now propose would not have af- 
fected their pockets. But that time is past. 
The princely possessions disappeared in the 
tumult of war. The plantations—each cov- 
ering miles of territory—have been broken 
up into small The men who own 
these farms are poor. In many instances— 
especially in Georgia—they are colored men 
who have been enabled by rigid economy to 
buy their own land and work it with varying 
degrees of success. But no matter whether 
the cotton-planters of the south are white or 
black, they are poor. And in their behalf 
Tue ConstTIvUTIon protests against this effort 
on the part of a republican majority on a 
committee packed in the interest of monop- 
olists to compel them to pay a double tax on 
cotton ties. 

The total consumption of iron cotton-ties at 
the south is estimated at 30,000 tons a year, 
and the proposed increase in the tax amounts 
to19.19aton. The extra price the southern 
cotton-planters would have to pay amounts 
to $575,000 a year—in ten years to $5,750,000. 
This amount represents the extra profits that 
would accrue under the Mckinley bill toa 
few Pennsylvania manufacturers. But sup- 
pose we admit that this extra amount will go 
into the United States treasury. Does the 
government need it? Is it necessary to grind 
the impoverished cotton-planters of the 
south, white and colored, in order to raise 
this extra revenue for the government? 
Every cent of it comes out of the pockets of 
the southern farmers.

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AGRICULTURAL. 


Meeting of the Georgia State Society at Augusta. 

Avousta, February 15.—The State agricul- 
tural society of Georgia convened in this city 
yesterday, over two hundred delegates being 
in attendance. The meeting was called to 
order by Hon. Thomas Hardeman, the genial 
and cultured president. After prayer by 
Rev. W. W. Landurm, Major W. T. Gary, in 
behalf of the authorities and the people of 
the city of Augusta, welcomed the conven- 
tion, performing his task with signal success. 
W. H. Fleming welcomed them in behalf of 
the Richmond county agricultural club in a 
speech bristling with good points. 

Hon. W. L. Peek, a Rockdale county farm- 
er, responded in behalf ofthe society in a 
sound, practical speech, in which he said: 

We are here for our mutual benefit. We 
are no selfish set. Weare not among yor 
as independents, but we are the regular 
organized, grand council of Georgia. Neither 
are we, as it was once said, toting our own 
skillet; but we are here carrying the big pot 
of the state, not to simmer it down to cotton 
alone, but to make it boil with bacon and 
beef of our own production. We have come 
among you to see if we can fall on a plan by 
which the feet of the farmers of Georgia may 
be moved out of the mire of debt and placed 
upon a rock of independenceand plenty. We 
have noteome here to boast of our 500,000 
bales, when we are without corn and mules. 
Neither do we wish to picture a future 
when we will produce a million of bales, 
when we will have to bey our bread to do it. 
but we are here to point you to a day when 
Georgia will pwoduce enough supplies for her 
entire population, and cotton only asa money 
crop. Here hinges our destiny, and while 
vou have been so kind to-us as_ to 
invite us to your city ‘and county and to 
break bread with you, we are sorry to say that 
we have no lamb or kid to bring you, nothing 
but a few bales of cotton, and they with the 
bottom knocked out, io. pay the interest on 
what weowe. But, gentlemen. we are here 
to find a Moses who will lead us out of this 
land of debt. out of this land of mud, and no 
straw, out of this land of mortgages, out ol 
this.land of liens, out of this land of bonds, 
out of this land of deeds, into a land where 
We can read our titles clear. Yes, gentlemen, 
may we profit by the past and may the farm- 
ers of Georgia take the rcad to independence. 
Then this grand old state of ours will furnish 
the shiboleth of the sou h. 

President Hardeman delivered his annual 
address, replete with words of wisdom and 
brilliant with gems cf beautiful thought, as 
usual. It was a forcible presentation of the 
present condition and duty of the farmer. 

The president presented the convention 
with the proposition of the Southern World, 
offering premiums to boys under sixteen years 
of age fer certain crops. 

Colonel J. H. Fannin, of LaGrange, deliver- 
ed a very instructive address on “Improved 
linplements and Useful Machinery at the In- 
ternational Cotton Exposition,’? Colonel 
Funnin is a close observer and a vigurous 
thinker. 

The afternoon session commenced with an 
address by Mr. J. H. Fannin, of LaGrange, 
“Observations on Improved Implements and 
Useful Machinery at the recent Cotton Expo- 
sition at Atlanta. 

Mir. Livingston, of Newton, discussed the 
question. He said the great mouble was the 
infamous protective tariff. Ifthe machines 
needed by planters could be brought here 
from England withouta tarifiand sold. they 
would be within the reach ot every planter. 
The planters have to pay $276 for a machine 
that they ought to get for S-or 860 if there 
was no protective tariff. Can’t the Geergia 
avricultural society ask the general yovern- 
ment to remove some of these oppressive 
burdens? 

General Phillips, ef Cobb county, said the 
largest portion of planters in Georgia to-day 
were one-horse faraurers. How were the im- 
proved agricultural implements to be placed 
within the reach of these. Wiil double the 
production pay the sasall farmer for the cost 
of the improved machinery? How are the 
farmers to get cheap plows? 

Mr. Fannin sacd he thought it woukl pay 
a one horse farmer te borrow two horves from 
a neighbor and pay fer them in labor after- 
wards. He believed that there were many 
furiners in Georgia te-day who were running 
fitteen or twenty borses disadvantageously 
who could now run four or five to advantage. 
Improved plows would enable the planters to 
enltivate ground for small grain. 

Colonel R. J. Redding, of Atlanta, read an 
essay on “Oats vs. Corn.”’ He proceeded to 
show the importance of the oat crop as a 
stock tood. He coytended that oats was 
superior to corn ae a food for work animals, 
apd went on to vive his reasons tlre refor. 
Experience had demonstrated that oats were 
much superior to corn asa muscle producer. 
Ope and one-half bushels of oats, er 48 
pounds, was equal to one bushel of skelled 
com, or 56° pounds, Under similar cir- 
culnstances, an acre of land will produce 
at least twice as many bushels of oats as corn. 
The average was placed at three der one, but 
he would make it as favorable as possible for 
corn. It will also preduce 715 pounds of good 
avallsole straw more than corn will fodder. 
The eest of produciag an acre of each is in 
favor af oats. The genera! conclusien is, that 
it costs one-half less to feed stock on oats than 
it does an corn. There should be ae certain 
time for planting oats as well as corn. Owing 
to the introducuon of rust proef oats the pro- 
duction ef oats has been increased feur-fold 
in Georgia. @uring the last ten years. He be 
lieved im sowing oats in the fall say jaist as 
long before the Ist of January as «cern is 
planted atter the Ist of January. 

Ir. Japes, of Burke, said it wasa fact that 
stock could mot be fed indcimitely on corn 
and fudder without absvulately starving to 
death. He had vever yet seen any oats that 
was thorcughiy rust proof. 

Mr. Fleming, ot Baker, said it astonished 
him to hearu man of Dr. Jones's eX perience 
say that stock died of too much corn and fod- 
dey. In his seetion stock generally died of 
tou little corn and fodder. He believed that 
oats wou!d be the salvation of this country if 
we obtained improved machinery to harvest 
them with. 

Mr. Powell, of Pike, said he rose to ask how 
the destruction of wheat and oats in middle 
Georgia could be prevented.

Mr. Livingston, of Newton, said that in corn 
raised in Illinois there was 34 per cent of fat- 
producing substance awd 1/ of muscle-pro- 
ducing power. The reverse was true of corn 
raised in Georgia. This proved that God did 
not intend Georgia mules to be fed on western 
corn. The way to do was to plant one-half in 
wheat and oats and the other half in cotton. 
A gentleman in South Carolina, who owed a 
debt on his land, determined to stop planting 
cotton and plant oats. He did so, and*in two 
years paid the whole debt and supported his 
family in the meantime.

THE FLAMES. 


Destraviion of the Pennsylvania Military Academy. 

(nester, Pa., February 1i6.—{Special.}— 
The Pennsylvania military academy in this 
city was burned to the ground this evening. 
The fire originated in the laboratory, which 
is located in the upper story, nearly midway 
of the building, and burned furiously from 
the start. The cadets were out drilling at the 
time, and upon their returning to the build- 
ing at 5:10 o'clock, the upper corridors were 
filled with smoke, issuing from the labora- 
tory. A brisk wind prevailed at the time, and 
carried the flames underneath the roof over 
the entire wing. 

The cadets organized themselves into a 
bucket brigade, but effurts to save the build- 
ing were soon abandoned as useless and atten- 
tiun was turned tosaving the contents as far 
as possible. There were 143 students at the 
academy. The loss will foot up $200,000, 
which is only partially covered by insurance. 
The exact amount cannot be ascertained to- 
night, but it is not over $75,000. Allthe state 
and government property was saved. 

The cadets were sttmmoned in the drill hall 
soon after the fire and were given sufficient 
money by Colonel Hyatt, president of the 
academy, to take them home. Many of the 
cadets, representing nearly every state in the 
union, started to-night for their homes. 

A KANSAS BLAZE,

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HELENA INUNDATED. 


& Crevasae in the Levee Plays Great Havoc. 

Mempnis, February 16.—A telegram from 
Helena, Arkansas, says that the levee there 
broke this morning and the city is flooded. 

Hevens, Ark., February 16.—The water 
poured over the levee in front of Commercial 
The greatest damage 
occured at the corner of Main and York 
streets, and it was with difficulty that the 
flow of Water over the levee at that point 
could be prevented. Between 12 and 1 
o'clock the city fire bells were vigorously 
rung and merchants and others closed their 
places of business and hastened to the scene 
of threatened danger. The wind soon died 
away and by 2 o'clock this afternoon the sur- 
face of the river was calm. 

In the vicinity of the Iron Mountain and 
Helena railroad depot an immense force of 
hands was engaged in strengthening the levee. 
which is considered to be in a very weak con- 
dition. The railroad track is considerably 
undermined for a distance of several hundred 
yards, and grave doubts are entertained as to 
its safety. The levee at the upper end of the 
Williamson place, two miles below the city, 
broxe about 2 o'clock this afternoon in two 
places. The breaks aggregate about 
300 yards in length and the water is 
pouring through at arapidrate. It isthought 
that the water cun be kept outof Helena by 
closing the einbankment of the Midland rail- 
road. which is now being done under the su- 
pervision of the city authorities. Several 
small houses on the outside of the 
levee, below the elevator, floated off to-day. 
The levee abeut the city is weak, but hope is 
entertained that the water can be kept back 
in that direction.

TORTURED BY CONSCIENCE, 


A Negro Surrenders Himself to Sheriff Lake, of Cad- 
do, and Tells of u Bloody Duel with Knuives,/in Which 
He Kills His Oppencut.

Yesterday evening, about 5 o'clock, a well 
dressed negro man, who afterward gave his 
name as Carter Stewart, called Sheriff Lake 
aside and related the following bloody story: 
That he lived on Foster's place, Bossier par- 
ish, and wanted to surrender himself for kill- 
ing a negro man by the name of Jim Martin. 
An ‘old feud existed between him and Jim 
Martin, which the interposition of friends 
and relations could not bring to an amicable 
adjustment. After seeing that it would be 
useless to heal mutters, they mutually agreed 
to fight if out alone and with Bowie 
knives. About the 8th or10thof January 
last, or as Carter says, some time be 
tween the breaking of the Sbreveport 
and Bellevue jails, they retired to the 
forest alone, with nothing but the silent cy- 
press trees to witness the bloody tragedy which 
was about to be enacted. Without any pre- 
liminaries they faced each other and began 
the duel of death. At tne first onset Martin, 
being the larger of the two, gota decided ad- 
vantage. He gave Stewart a gash upon the 
head, and was following up his success in ad- 
mirable style when Stewart's star, which 
seemed likely to go down in darkness, rose 
triumphant. Dashing under Martin's up- 
lifted arm to his side,a la Sicilian passado, 
Carier drove his knife to the hilt in Martin’s 
breast.
